Municipal Garage Moves 
Toward Completition 


The new municipal garage being 
erected on Charles Street on the 
South Side next to the City Light 
Plant moved nearer completition 
this week at the heavy structural 
steel beams were moved into 
place. . 

Besides a heavy main beam run- 
ning the length of the building, 
eight other steel beams were placed 
into position tieing in from the 
main center beam to the outside 
walls of conerete blocks. Each 
beam weighing over a ton and 
were hoisted into position by a 
heavy duty crane owned and 
operated by Jack Millikin.

The heavy steel beams were 
necessitated by the huge expanse 
af flat roof which must be sup- 
ported atong with any heavy snow 
fall.
